'"THE MUSEUM OF FINE ARTS, BOSTON, in- 
•*• corporated February 4, 1870, is a permanent public 
exhibition of original works of the art of Egypt, Greece, 
Rome, the Orient, and modern Europe and America, sup- 
plemented by reproductions of others. It is supported 
wholly by private gifts, and managed by a Board of Trustees 
including representatives of Harvard University, the Boston 
Athenasum, the Massachusetts Institute of Technology, the 
City and the State, with the cooperation of a responsible staff. 
Visitors, about 250,000 annually. 

A public museum of fine art offers the whole people an 
unfailing source of interest, improvement and delight. It is 
especially the privilege of wealth to further the enrichment of 
museum collections and their interpretation to the visitor. Op- 
portunities not likely to recur for the acquisition of important 
objects present themselves continually. The oral and written 
exposition of the works shown demands highly trained assis- 
tance. In the measure of the funds placed at its command by 
gift oi bequest, a museum can both widen and deepen its 
influence. 

The legal title is " Museum of Fine Arts." Names of 
givers are permanently attached to objects purchased with 
their gifts.

(2) Any student of art or history, when rec- 
ommended by a teacher known to the Museum ; also special 
students whose course of investigation may be assisted by work 
in the Museum, and those who are attending special courses 
of instruction in the Museum. 

(3) Designers and other artists employed in in- 
dustries and duly recommended to the Museum.

Library and Collection of Photographs. 

The Library of the Museum is in the basement, and con- 
tains about eleven thousand bound and unbound volumes chosen 
especially for their value to students of art, and illustrative 
of the works of art in the Museum collection. The Library 
is open to any visitor to the Museum. The Librarian, or an 
assistant, is constantly present to give information to readers. 

The Photograph collection contains about twenty-three 
thousand photographs of sculpture, architecture, painting and 
miscellaneous subjects.

Students of the various branches of art represented in the 
Museum collections, desiring information or wishing to see ob- 
jects not on public exhibition, are invited to apply at the 
offices shown in the accompanying plan of the basement of 
the building. The public exhibit of Prints, of Chinese and 
Japanese pictorial art and of Textiles comprise but a small 
portion of the collections, and are changed from time to time. 




Admissions to the Museum during the months 
of May and June amounted to 40,674, as against 
30,086 for the same period in 1905. The 
attendance on the eight Sundays in these two 
months was 1 2,095 as compared with 9,565 for 
the corresponding period of last year. 

An interesting and significant increase in attend- 
ance is noted on the two holidays of these months, 
Memorial Day and Bunker Hill Day. In 1905 
the turnstiles registered 959 on May 30, in 1906, 
1,855 ; in 1905 there was an attendance of 503 
on June 1 7 (Saturday), in 1 906 an attendance of 
1,544 on June I 7 (Sunday), and 1,818 on June 
18 (Monday).
